that has happened on tne Burlington Road 
since its trains have been entering the city 
over the tracks along the river front.. 

The scene of the horror is what is known 
as “Oklahoma,” a house boat and shanty 
settlement, extending along the river for 
over a half mile between St. Louls avenue 
and the Ferry street approach to the Mer- 
chants’ bridge It is in the vicinity of 
the big ſumder yards which occupy the low 
ground along the Mississippi. A grade sev- 
eral feet above the level extends along the 
front, and at the place where the accident 
®courred a trestle work extends over 100 
feet in order to allow the lumber teams to 
drive to and from the river. 

Here it was that Mrs. Wells met her hor- 

ble death. About 7 o’clock she left her 

me, at the foot of Wash street, and with 
her ughter Sadie, started for a house- 
boat farther north to procure something to 
eat. As the woman and child neared the 
trestle, the little one heard an approaching 
train and begged her mother not to venture 
across. The woman failed to heed. Mrs. 
Wells suffered from rheumatism and pro- 
slowly. Leading the little one by 


trestle wh the child saw the locomotive 
t at the forth end of the trestle dashing 
wn upon them. At the same moment her 
mother released her hand. With a despair- 
cry of “Oh! Mamma, jump off!“ the 
de one made the leap, but her mother 
stood. immovable.

THE ENGINEER'S. STORY. 

Engineer Frank Spaulding of Alton told 
his story shortly after the train bearing the 
d body pulled in the Union Station. He 
saw the woman and her child come upon 
the trestle just ahead of the train, at sucha 
short distance it was impossible for him to 
stop. He could not see where she came 
from, but thought she must have climbed 
the embankment from the east sidé, at the 
south end of the trestle. 

The moment he saw an obstruction on the 
track he instinctively sounded the whistle 
and reversed the engine. He saw the 
woman turn and face the locomotive as it 
bore down upon her. She stood as if trans- 
fixed, unable to move a muscle. Fear was 
depicted on her face. The child clutched at 
her mother’s dress and seemed to appeal to 
her to jump, but he could not hear her 
voice above the noise of the train. 

Quicker an he could tell it the child 
leaped frantically from the trestle to the 
ground below. He did not believe she 
could alight on her feet from the position 
of her body when she leaped. The whole 
thing happened in such a brief space of time 
that it was over before he realized what a 
horrible accident had occurred. The pilot 
of the motive struck the woman and 
the shock was felt by the men in the cab. 
‘Then Spaulding knew all was over. He re- 
alized m the first that the victim was 
beyond human assistanc

The tragedy was made more shocking by 
the fact that it occurred almost before the 
child's eyes.

ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 


The Occupation of Bluefields by Nicar- 
aguan Troops. 

For many years England maintained a 
protectorate over that part of Nicaragua 
known as the Mosquito coast. Under the 
treaty of Managua, signed in 1860, England 
relinquished her claims and recognized the 


sovereignty of Nicaragua. It was provided 
by the treaty that the Mosquito Indians 
should have their country ‘as a permanent 
reserve and the ht of acit. overnment, 
but that they should be required to acknow- 
ledge allegiance to the Republic of Nicara- 
gua and ra similar relation to it that 
one of the territories bears to the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

Barly in February of last year the Nicar- 
aguans, claiming that Honduras was about 
to invade her territory through the Mos- 
quito coast, sent a force of troops under 
Gen. Cabeza to Bluefields at midnight on 
Feb. 12. Gen. Cabeza took possession: of 
Bluefields. The day following this Gen. 
Cabeza issued a manifesto denouncing the 
Mosquito chief and the members of his 
Executive Councils as rebels, and stating 
that the Government of Mosqufto had 
ceased to exist. The manifesto placed Blue- 
fields under martial law. On the morning of 
that day, the 13th, the Nicaraguan flag was 
hoisted, thereby displacing the flag of Mos- 
quito or that hitherto recognized by the 
treaty. 

For a time Bluefields was in possession of 
British and American sailors landed from 
the ships sent there to protect the interests 
of the citizens of the United States and the 
subjects of Great Britain residing there. 
Nicaragua finally banished the Mosquito 
ruler, Chief Clarence, and established for- 
mal control over the territory, which it con- 
tinues to maintain. British Consular Agent 
Hatch, as the representative of his Gov- 
ernment, protested against Nicaragua’s 
violation of treaty rights and was arrested 
and imprisoned and finally expelled from 
tht wip by territory. It is this act which 
forms the basis of England's claim for $75,000 
indemnity, which she will now collect with 
the aid of her ships of war. 


WHY CUBANS REJOICE. 


Maceo Is Alive and Spanish Soldiers 
Join the Insurgents.

PREPARING TO BOLT. 


The joint address of the Iroquois Club 
and the “Honest Money League” of Chi- 
cago calling upon Cook County Demo- 
crats not to go to the polls in the primary 
elections for the June convention plainly 
indicates the plan of the “sound money” 
clique of the Illinois Democracy.

MEXICO’S PROSPERITY. 


When Senator-elect Stephen B. Elkins 
returned from a trip to Mexico recently 
he expressed the greatest astonishment 
at the signs of business activity and 
prosperity which he discovered there. 
The astonishment of Mr. Elkins is shared 
by all who have given attention to the 
condition of our Southwestern neighbor. 
The development of her resources has 
been constant and rapid, undisturbed 
by panics or business depressions. 

The experience of Mexico upsets all 
the argument of the gold monometallists 
to the effect that a country cannot flour- 
ish when its monetary standard is not 
the same as that of other nations with 
which it deals. It has been a decided 
advantage instead of a disadvantage 
to Mexico that she has clung to the 
cheaper white metal as her money basis.

Thus Mexico has been 
enabled to buy commodities from gold 
countries at the old prices relative to her 
money, while enjoying the benefit of 
the stimulus to enterprise which the 
cheaper money gives. :

pressions, failures and stagnation of 
industry, the facts and the testimony 
of all visitors show that Mexico has 
fiourished on a silver basis.

The last, nail will be driven into the voffin 
of the bridge combine by the Illinois Senate 
Investigating Committee Monday. 

What will probably be the final-sitting of 
the committee will be held at the Martell 
House, East St. Louis, on that day. If it is 
possible to conclude the testimony by Mon- 
Gay night, the committee will at once 
prepare its report to the Senate, to be im- 
mediately acted upon. 

Chairman Campbell declared, before his 
Geparture on Monday for Springfield, that 
the had enough evidence to prove that the 
three companies had entered into a combine, 
and that, as a result of a combine, rates 
had been advanced.

at least temporarily. In order to do this, 
the court will be compelled’ to appoint 
either an Active receiver or a manager to 
operate the property under the orders of the 
court. 

This will brine about an interesting situ- 
ation. The question naturally arises: What 
can Uncle Sam do with the property? Will 
the Government continue to-operate it, or 
will it be sold to some corporation or pri- 
vate individual? Can the Government sell 
the property, if it comes into possession of 
it? All of these questions involve some 
weighty law problems, of which lawyers 
seem inclined to fight shy. No one seems to 
care to answer. Every attorney seen by 
the Post-Dispatch, including United States 

istrict Attorney W. H. Clopton, declared 
hat it would depend entirely upon the 
wording of the statute. The question is 
too big to be answered without full knowl- 
edge of the conditions on either side. 

Attorneys agree with Atty.-Gen. Moloney 
that, if the Merchants’ Bridge charter con- 
tains a forfeiture clause, and that clause 
has been violated, only one thing remains 
to be done, and that is for the courts to 
declare the property forfeited and to take 
charge of it. 

Several of the officials of the combine 
and the companies comprising it will be cit- 
ed to appear before the investigating com- 
mittee on Saturday. The Merchants’ 
Bridge Company is operating under Illinois 
law, and is an Tilinols corporation, with 
headquarters at Madison. Service can be 
had on its officers.

Rainwater, President of the company, 
has submitted a type-written denial of the 
charges, and also a statement of the com- 
pany’s side of the case, to the committee.

Major C. C. Rainwater, President of the 
Merchants’ Bridge and Terminal Company, 
was seen by a Post.Dispatch reporter ang 
asked if he would go over to East St. Louis 
in case a subpoena is issued for him to ap- 
pear before the committee on Saturday. He 
said he would not like to give an answer ir 
advance of receiving the subpoena, but 
would very likely go over if the committee 
gees fit to summon him. 

“T suw the members of the committee sev- 
eral days ago,“ said President Rainwater, 
“and signified my willingness to tell them all 
I know about the subject under investiga- 
tion, but they did not seem to care for a 
statement from me. I told them I was ready 
to make a statement and they said they 
would send for me in a day or two, but up 
to date I have heard nothing more from 
them. I have no knowledge that I will be 
psked to appear on Monday. If the Post- 
Dispatch knows that may be you can advise 
me as to what I ought to do in the matter.“ 

“Will you go over if one is served on 
you? It is merely a matter of courtesy.” 

“T can’t say until the time comes, but I 
will probably go, since the committee bas 
been so courteous to me.
